He seemed not to be discouraged 
by the decision of President Chappel! and 
that afternoon went to see the trustees, 
Hon. Fleming duBignon, Senator Patrick 
Walsh and Governor Atkinson were all 
here, and, in addition to these, were Mr. 
w. J. Lamar and Captain T. F. Newell, 
of this place. All of these trustees were 
geen by Mr. Spence and interviewed with 
regard to the matter of his sister receiving 
the dipioma. 

A Telegram from Macon. 

During all the while the governor had 
been in the city as the guest of President 
Chappell and he had been frequently seen 
by Colonel Spence. 

Sunday afternoon he left for a short run 
to Savannah, intending to return the next 
day. While in Macon he sent a telegram 
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him 
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last gubernatorial 
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to President Chappell requesting that Miss 
Spence be reinsiated for his sake and be al- 
lowed to receive her diploma with the rest 
of the class This request was presented 
to the faculty and to take it into cOnsiderz- 
tion a meeting of the faculty was held‘in 
the oflice of President Chapvell, at the in- 
dustrial college. 

This meeting was long and warm. A set 
of resolutions were adopted. 

This afternoon President Chappell was 
seen by The Constitution correspondent and 
he gave forth the following, ‘unanimously 
adopted by the facuity June 3, 1895, and sub- 
mitted to the board of trustees at it last 
meeting before the disgraceful scenes in the 
college chapel this morning.” 

A Seorching Communication. 

These resolutions sent into the board of 
trustees and adopted, after the request 
of the governor came for the reinstatement 
of the young lady, are scorehing in every 
Segtence and present the whole matter from 
the standpoint of the faculty. 

They are as follows: 

‘To the Honorable Board of Trustees of 
the Georgia Normal and Industrial -Col- 
lege—Gentlemen: We, the faculty of this 
institut.on, conceive that the question of 
real impert at this jucture of affairs is not 
One of rigats or proprieties or dignities, but 
of the immediate and ultimate effects of 
the procedure your honcrable body urges 
Upon this faculty. We belt'eve that yc 
would not request us to reinstate Miss 
Spence and issue a diploma to her if you 
did net conscientiously believe it to be we 
and to the best interest of the colles We 
would not hesitate to obey you if we did 
not conscientiously believe such obedience 
to be disastrous to the weifare of this dear 
college. Therefore, we eae etfully urge 
your honorable body to withdraw the re- 
quest made of the faculty to reverse its de- 
and permit the faculty freely to 
modify its decision, if their own best judg- 
meits alone compel them to do so. As you 
know, a session of the faculty has been 
called for tomorrow to open the question 
afresh, which action your body now in scs-

The convention will be called to order at 
noon in the hall of representatives. 

Late tonight it was said at the headquar- 
ters of the gold standard men that they 
would refuse to go into the convention at 
all. Final action will be taken tomorrow 
morning. At a meeting of the state central 
committee tonight the following resotution 
was passed, only Judge Goodrich voting 
against it: 

“Whereas, It has been alleged that the 
action of the democratic state central @m- 
mittee of Illinois, calling the state conven- 
tion of June 5th, was irregular and legal; 
therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That the call for the meeting 
of the committee was regular and aceord- 
ing to party precedent and the custom of 
the committee; that a quorum of the com- 
mittee was present, either in person or by 
regular proxy, and that these proxies were

A VARIETY GIRL AT THE BOTTOM OF IT 


Fitzpatrick Was Her Former Maneger and 
W es infatuated with Her-The Tr: g- 
edy Occurred at lhunderbolt. 


Savannah, Ga., June 4.—Philip Fitzpat- 
rick, proprietor of the Gayety theater and 
faloon, was shot and killed tonight ut 8% 
o’clock by Charles D. Loud, an attorney of 
Mount Vernon, Ga. Miss Helene Stockton 
enjoys the distinction of being the cause 
of the tragedy. 

Fitzpatrick was well known throughout 
this section as the keeper of the only va- 
riety hall and saloon in the city. Nightly 
performances were given, consisting chiefly 
of song and dance specialties. 

Miss Stockton was for a long time in the 
employ of Fitzpatrick and he was under- 
stood to be very much enamored of her. 
She is a very handsome young lady and a 
great favorite of the place. About six weeks 
ago she left Fitzpatrick’s and went to the 
Warsaw hotel at Thunderbolt, kept by -.¢. 
and Mrs. T. C. Butler, both former em- 
ployes of Fitzpatrick. 

This afternoon Fitzpatricky accompanied 
by some friends, went out to Thunderbolt, 
where he drank heavily. He declared that 
he would marry Miss Stockton, willing or 
unwilling. He first sent a friend to prevail 
upon her, but as she refused to consider 
the proposition, he determined to see her 
himself. Butler,” the proprietor of the place, 
endeavored to keep him out, declaring that 
Miss Stockton had left the house. He found 
that she was still there, however. Butler 
still refused to let him see her, and the 
two engaged in a hand to hand fight in 
which Butler got the worst of it. The two 
were arrested by the marshal and were 
taken to the lock-up, where they gave 
bond, Fitzpatrick promised not to go back 
to the house. 

In Miss Stockton’s Room. 

About 8 o’clock Colonel Loud, who had an 
engagement to go harseback riding with 
Miss Stockton, arrived. Fitzpatrick heard 
that his rival was in the house and became 
frantic. He forced his way in, and learning 
that Loud and Miss Stockton had gone to 
the latter’s room in order to avoid him, 
he rushed upstairs to the room and kicked 
and broke the door. He had a heavy getick 
in his hand and rushed at Miss Stockton 
with the stick upraised. He turned from 
her, however, towar®? Colonel Loud, who 
was standing in the window of the small 
room, pistol in HKand. As Fitzpatrick ada- 
vanced, Loud fired a shot over his head to 
warn him. Fitzpatrick still advanced and 
Loud fired a second shot, striking him In 
the body. Fitzpatrick continued to advance 
when Loud fired the third shot, striking 
Fitzpatrick in the mouth and passing up- 
ward through the brain. Fitzparick fell and 
died in a few moments, Colonel Loud gbur- 
rendered himself to the marshal, who 
brought him to the city and turned him 
over to the police. 

The woman was also arrested, but was 
released on bond. 

Colonel Loud is well known here. He is 
at the head of the syndicate that tried to 
sell 400,000 acres of land in Wilcox and 
adjoining counties to Governor Northen’s 
Old soldier colony.

Macon Negroes Make Things Lively 
with PistolIs in Athens. 

Athens, Ga., June 4.—(Special.)}—The Ma- 
con negro baseball team arrived in Athens 
today and prepared to play a match game 
with the Athens nine.

It was 
a difficult job to arrest four men that were 
dodging among a thousand of their friends. 
Officers Suddeth and Rose arrested two 
men. Officers Kelly, Lyle and Hill also 
succeeded in bagging two more. Captain 
Oliver got on his horse and rode through 
the crowd hunting for the riotous men. He 
800, spied one of them and immediately 
put him under arrest.

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SEED BEARING CANE. 


A Phenomenon Which Has Created 
General Interest. 
Lexington, Ga., June 4.—(Special.)—In last 
week's issue of The Echo appeared an ar- 
ticle from The Columbus Sunday Herald, 
telling of the appearance of seed on com- 
mon swamp caneon Hatchecubbee creek—a 
phenomenon which was causing much ex- 
citement. But The Herald’s claim that this 
phenomenon is to be found only on the said 
creek is refuted by the fact that the same 
freak is to be found in this county. Mr. 
Roy Bray, of Grove Creek district, says 
that the canes in a brake on his place were 
heavily seeded, the heads having very much 
the appearance of oat heads with seed sim- 
ilar to oats, containing a sweet, milky in- 
side, that horses and cows ate the seed 

greedily and seemed to thrive on them, 
About the only difference he says between 
the appearance of these heads and those on 
oats is the red appearance of the cane 
heads. They are much larger than those on 
oats as is the seed, and quite heavy. The 
canebrake in which they are to be found is 
a large one, and Mr. Bray says alrnost 
every cane has a heavy head upon it. He 
is waiting for the seed to ripen when he 
intends to harvest the crup and is confident 
he will get enough feedstuff of an excellent 
quality to suppiy his stock for several 


months. 
The oldest men of his community say they 
never saw the like before, and the phenom- 
enon is causing no small amount of inter- 
est there as it is in Columbus. 
What a blessing it will be if this should 
be an annual occurrence.

Relatives of the Late Young L. Harris 
Allege Undue Influence. 


HE GAVE AWAY ALL HIS INCOME 


Although He Had an Incomeof $10,000 a 
Year, He Did Not Save Any of lt 
in His Last Y¥ ears. 


Athens, Ga., June 4.—(Special.)—A big 
legal fight will come up this month in 
Clarke’s court of ordinary over the will of 
the late Judge Young L. G. ‘Harris, and it 
pronises to be one of the most interesting 
cases of the kind ever called in a Georgia 
court. From the exaltéd character of the 
testator, his long and useful life as a citl- 
zen, a philanthropist and a Christion, the 
contest over his last will and testament will 
attract attention all over Georgia. 

The caveat to the will has been filed 
with Ordinary Herrington by Messrs. 
Lumpkin & Lurnett, of this city, and Judge 
J. H. Guerry, of Dawson, Ga. It comes 
from relatives of Judge Harris, the leading 
Caveator being Mr. Charles A. Harris, olf 
Dawson. 

The propourders of the will are Messrs. 
W. W. Thomas and A. E. Griffith, execu- 
tors, and are represented by Colonel J. J. 
Strickland, of this city, and Hon. N. J. 
Hammond, of Atlanta. The case comes up 
before Judge S. M. Herrington next week 
and will be attended by a large number 
Of people, as the estate involved amounts to 
about eighty thousand dollars. 

The will which is to be contested was 
drawn by Judge Harris himself about a 
year before his death and while in his 
eighty-second year. It is clearly, logically 
and legibly written and signed in bold, 
Strong characters. About one-third of the 
estate was bequeathed equally to Emory 
college and Young Harris institute. Some 
few small bequests were left to two or 
three lady relatives and the remainder was 
distributed among a number of religious and 
educational societies, both north and south. 
The will recites the fact that the testator 
had during the five years preceding his 
death distributed about sixty thousand dol- 
lars among re.atives, chietly those of his 
wife. 

Now the grounds alleged by the caveators 
as reasons for breaking the will are chietly 
these: 1. It is alleged that Judge Harris 
was unduly influenced by two lady relatives. 
2. It is alleged that he was misinformed as 
to the true feeling existing between a num- 
ber of his relatives and himself. 3. It is 
alleged that he was possessed of a mono- 
mania to endow religious and educational 
Societies and schools of all descriptions. 
Lpon these propositions the caveators will 
Set to work to break the will. 

Judge Harris, whose will is to be con- 
tested, was one of the most prominent 
members of the Methodist church in Geor- 
Bia. He gave liberally to all religious 
movements and built the first missionary 
church ever raised upon the soil of the 
oriental empire. He also gave quite liberal- 
ly to educational institutions, establishing 
Young Harris college in Towns county for 
the benefit of poor young men. 

He had a great desire to give away all 
he made and although his annual inc 
Was over ten thousand dollars, it is doubtful 
whether during the last fifteen years of his 
life he laid up one dollar to his accumu. 
lated principal. He was for twenty-seven 
years president of the Southern Mutuai In- 
Surance Company and during his life it was 
that this great company achieved its great- 
est work. 

The caveators detract nothing from the 
g00d deeds of the generous and noble-heart- 
ed dead, but will attempt to establish their 
proposition that the will to be probated 
is not a valid one and that it sheuld be set 
aside.

WHAT JUMBO HAS TO SAY ABOUT IT 


He Has Not Decided Yet What He Will 
Do—He Will Possibly Go Intothe 
Bill Collecting Business.

General to Judge Gog Decree: | 


Richmond, Va., June 4,1#¢ Dispatch will 
Say editorially in the mefning: 

“The case of the gevth Carolina super- 
visor of registration, Whom Judge Goff en- 
joined a few weeks 4ag0 from the perform- 
ance of his duties, has been appealed to the 
circuit court of appeals, now in session here, 
and will be heard on appeal in that court 
tomorrow before whe chief justice and 
Judges Hughes and Seymour. The assign- 
ment of errors by the attorney general of 
South Carolina to the decree of injunction 
issued by Judge Goff in the case, is as fol- 
lows: 

“‘l That the suit is, in effect, a suit 
against the state of South Carolina and in 
violation of the eleventh amendment of the 
natiecnal constitution. 

“«*. That the supervisor of registration, 
who was enjoined, is not amenable to the 
United States circuit court in his political 
capacity, and all the matters and things 
complained of relate to the political duties 
of the office. : 

the bill presents no question 
arising under the constitution and laws ot 
the United States. 

‘* "4. That the bill presents no case upon 
which a bill in equity lies, plain and ade- 
quate remedies at law being available to 
redress the matters complained of. 

“"®). That the jurisdictional amount of 
$2,000 necessary for the circuit court is not 
affirmed in the bill. 

“6. That there is not sufficient averment 
of irreparable injury and statement of facts 
supporting it in the bill and positively 
sworn to. ” 

“7. That the circuit court judge erred tn 
holding that the registration laws of South 
Carolina are in violation of the constitution 
of the United States and deprive the plain- 
tiff of his rights as a citizen of the United 
States.’ 

“All of these questions are cognizable on 
appeal by the United States circuit court 
of appeals sitting here, except the third 
and seventh, which present federal ques- 
tions, and are cognizable in the supreme 
court of the United States. 

“The appellate court of the circuit may 
therefore docket the case and consider the 
grounds of appeal; and, if in the course of 
trial it finds it necessary to do so, it may 
certify the federal questions up to the su- 
preme court for its decision, and may after- 
wards proceed to deal with the case on ail 
questions raised on appeal. : 

“This is what the appellate court meant 
on Friday last when it announced that It 
was unanimously of the opinion that it had 
jurisdiction to hear the appeal. 

“The case will therefore be heard tomor- 
rew on the appeal as a whole. It may be 
that the appellate court will be of opinion 
that the suit below could not be maintained 
on the grounds assigned other than, and 
irrespectively of the federal questions raised 
in the third and seventh assignments of er- 
rors. If so, the case will not get to the 
supreme court. But, if the appellate court 
should be of opinion that there Was no 
error in respect to five of the assignments, 
then the case will go to the supreme court 
on the third and seventh assignments.” 


THROUGH ALABAMA. 

Montgomery, Ala., June 4.—(Special.)— 
Hion. John O. Turner, superintendent of 
education of Alabama, is, in a quiet but 
effective way, agitating a change in the ed- 
ucational machinery of the state that ap- 
pears exceedingly practical. In his speeches 
he recommends that county normal insti- 
tutes be held in every county in the state 
and that the legislature be required to ap- 
propriate $100 for each, or $6,600 in all, for 
the purpose. The superintendent is a great 
friend to the normal colleges .of the state 
and thinks they are doing a great work, 
but he believes that these institutes can 
furnish the only means by which the 
country and cross-roads teach*@ can get 
instruction they so much need in many in- 
stances.

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Over the Mountains She Galloped Through 
the Night. 


ALONE SHE MADE THE DANGEROUS TRIP 


Mrs. Hanvey’s Daughter Had a Thrilling 
Experience in Coming to Atlanta 
J'o Attend the Funeral. 


An unwritten chapter of the Hanvey 
tragedy of last Saturday night jis one that 
abounds in thrilling interest. 

It is a story of a wild night’s ride, over 
mountain paths and down dark valleys, 
through dangerous woodlands and over 
frightful cliffs—a thrilling story of a young 
woman's mad dash alone, through the 
night, that she might reach the side of 
her dead mother 1s soon as possible. 

Mrs. Hattie Darkins is a daughter of 
the dead Mrs. Hanvey. She is just twenty 
and is a young woman of rare beauty. 
Hardly mere than a year ago she married 
a young man named Darkins, whose home 
is near Tallulah, She left this city after 
her marriage and went to live in the moun- 
tain home of her husband. 

Qne of the strongest links that connect- 
ed the young wife with her old home was 
the postofiice, and here every day she went 
for her mail. 

Late Sunday aftertioon she rode over to 
Tallulah postoflice to get the mail as usual. 
She reached ‘the place about dark and a 
package was handed her by the postmas- 
ter. In the batch of mail was a copy of 
Sunday's Constitution, and in it Was a 
full account of the shooting of her mother. 

She was struck dumb by the terrible news 
and the moment she recovered from the 
awful shock she determined to come to 
Atlanta at once. There was no way to 
reach Atlanta, if she waited on the trains, 
until late Monday afternoon. She instantly 
detern ined upon a daring ride across the 
mountais to Cornelia, Where she could 
catch the morning train for Atlanta at 3 
0’ cock. 

It was a distance of twenty-one miles, 
over wild and rvesed roads, and the jour- 
ey was full of perils. Yet she determined 
to come and she struck out over the lonely 
mountain reads, urging her hcrse along 
at rapid speed. Hour after hour she sped 
over the tills and mountains ard at last, 
two hours after midnight, she came toa 
Cornelia station, lonely and dGeserted. 

About an hour later she caught the 
Atlanta train and cime on.to this city. 
It was a terrible experience and she will 
rever forget it. She (wasi so -overcomg 
with grier at her mother’s death, however, 
as to utterly forget the dange r and peril 
of her midnight courney over the moun- 
tains. She was present at the funeral] 
io! day afternoon. 


IN A CELL. 


Lewis Hanvey, the Murderer, Has a 
Seal on Hlis Lips. 

Lewis Hanvey, the Wife-murderer, sbent 
the day yesterday tossing upon his cot in 
tne half-lighted murderer’s cell —playing and 
toying with his hands and absently Staring 
at the dingy walls. 

He was restless and nervous and his ev- 
ery movement and facial expression gave 
token of the severe mental anguish he was 
Suffering. There was a wild stare in his 
eye and he would glance hurriedly at first 
One thing and anocher. 

His cellmates—Will Myers and Charley 
Chisolm—vainly endeavored to engage 
Hanvey in conversation. They talked upon 
different subjects, but Hanvey said never a 
word, He would appear to be listening, 


and look in another direction. 

Hanvey is rapidly weakening under the 
fearful strain of the past two days. On the 
night he surrendered himself at the station 
house he appeared to be perfectly cool and 
his manner was deliberate. He gave no evi- 
dence of the great conflict that conscience 
and remorse were waging within his heart. 
He was strong and his nerves steady. 

Yesterday Hanvey was a greatly changed 
man. He looked hapless and the defiant 
nature had been entirely subdued. He is 
now meek and helpless and his suffering 
appeals to all who see him. 

The cell in which Hanvey is confined is on 
the west side of the building and the heat 
from the thick brick walls was intense yes- 
terday. He spent-.almost the entire day lying 
On his iron bed. At his side and in close 
provimity was a Japanese folding fan, and 
he would use it frequently in creating a 
little breeze to Jrive back the foul air of 
the jail. He was listless and but little at- 
tention did he give to anything or any- 
body in the cell. Not a word has he spoken 
to any one about the tragedy of Saturday 
night. His lips are sealed and in no way 
can he be approached on the subject. When 
asked about the shooting he Simply turns 
Over and places his face towards the wall. 
In this position he remains until the subject 
is changed. He watches the conversation 
and questions of the reporters and is quick 
to refuse to answer a question if it does 
not involve the question of his guilt. 

As to the reasons that led him to commit 


the terrible deed, no one but Hanvey can: 


Say. He has refused to say one word and 
has thrown no light upon the tragedy. 

Hanvey evidently enjoys the food fur. 
hished him by the jail authorities a great 
deal more than the meals offered him While 
‘at the station house. 

He refused to eat one mouthful of food 
until he was taken to the jail. His appe- 


tite instantly returned and he partook.of a 


large breakfast Tuesday morning. 

Since that time he has been eating his 
food regularly and apparently enjoys his 
repasts. 

Yesterday morning a newspaper man, ac- 
companied by an artist, called at the jail 
to see Hanvey. Together they went to 
cell No. i, in which the wife-murderer is 
confined. 

The reporter spoke pleasantly to Hanvey 
and diverted his attention, while the artist 
attempted to get a sketch of the profile of 
his face. 

The artist had just got his paper and 
pencil out and was studying the features 
of the man who was reclining on the eot 
when Hanvey perceived the object of the 
Visit. He immediately changed his posi- 
tion and placed over his face a large Jap- 
anese fan, which hid him entirely from the 
scrutiny of the sketcher. No amount of 
persuasion would induce Hanvey to unveil 
himself. 

All through the day, after the artist left, 
Hanvey was suspicious of every one who 
came into his cell. He watched them 
closely and held the fan in readiness to 
Shield his features in the event this should 
become necessary. 

Another Eye Witness. 


J. A. Punch, the man who fled into 
Brewn & Allen’s drug store. Saturday 
night, from the pistol he claimed ‘that 
Hemwvey held at his breast, comes to the 
front in a new light. 

It will be remembered how that Punch 
fled rapidly up Alabama street on the night 
of the killing of Mrs. Hanvey, and sought 
refuge behind the counter of the drug 
store on the corner. At that time Punch 
was greatly excited and terrified, claiming 
that Hanvey had tried to kill him and was 
in hot pursuit. 

He remained in the store twenty minutes 
and now claims that he left the store and 
was present when Hanvey placed the pistol 
to his wife’s heart and pulled the trigger. 

He tells an exciting story of the manner 
in which he was met by Hanvey in Kee. 
ney’s bar, and how his life was thtreaten- 
ed a few minutes later. Hanvey brandish- 
ed his revolver and drew a bead upon him, 
saying: “I am going to kill you for not

He saw Hanvey talking to Nis wife and 
little girl, and without a word of warning, 
level the weapon at her breast and then 
followed the loud report. Again he pulled 
the trigger and the woman fell writhing 
upon the ground, 

Punch ran rapidly down Garnett street 
and. disappeared. At the same time Han- 
vey ran down Pryor street. 

Mr. Punech’s testimony may be of much 
value in ascertaining just wnere Hanvey 
went, and ag he is an intimate friend of 
the murderer, he may be able to throw 
more light upon the terrible deed. 

Hanvey’s Lips Sealed. 

Late yesterday afternoon a Constitution 
representative called at the- jail and tried 
to get a statement from Hanvey. 

Hanvey had not a word to say in regard 
to the tragedy, but talked pleasantly on 
other subjects. He cgmpiained of the 
weather and said it was very uncomforta- 
ble to be in a cell. He asked how many 
degrees the thermometer registered and 
what the indications were for a cooler 
temperature. 
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COOLER AT CHICAGO, 
A Drop of Over Twenty Degrees Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 

Chicago, June 4.—After a record-break- 
inz spell of eight days with the thermom- 
eter sticking to the 90 mark all the time, 
the promised cold wave came this after- 
roon, aceccmpanied by strong wind, which 
soon spread’ a cool atmosphere over the 
suffering city. At 1 o’clock p. m. the of- 
ficial temperature was 86, the highest for 
the day, and at 7:30 o’clock a drop of 21 
cegrees to 65 was reecerded in the Audi- 
tcrium tower. The indications are for still 
colder weather.

In regard to the 
Overdraft alleged against Venable Broth- 
ers, he stated that he understood that 
Messrs. Venable were about 3lu,000 ahead 
of the county on stone.

Hotels for Their Race. 


SOME ARE ALREADY BEING BUILT 


All of the Men Are Enthusiastic Over the 
Suggestion, and Immediate ac- 
tion Will Be ‘Taken. 


—_-—— 


The colored people of Atlanta during the 
last few days have interested themselves 
extensively in the question of accommoda- 
tion for these of their race who wiil be here 


during the exposition, 

The proposition of The Constitution and 
its suggestion that they take immediate 
steps in the matter met with general favor 
armmong the most prominent colored citizens. 
They realize the urgent necessity of car- 
ing for the respectable negroes who will 
come to Atlanta during the months of the 
exposition frem all parts of the country. 
Among the celored people in Atlanta there 
is a spirit of enternvrise which has asserted 
itself upon more than one occasion and 
they are thoroughly alive to all 
which will be fur the advancement of their 
race and the final good of tneir people. 

Already 
the entertainment of visitors and hotels for 
their accommodation have peen started. 

5S. W. Kasly is a man wide awake and 
progressive. : 

“This is a question which shou!d be agi- 
tated at once,’ he said yesterday, “ana 
I am glad to see that The Constitution has 
called upon the colored people to act in 
the matter. , 

“The colored extlibit at the exposition 
will be one of the mest creditable shows 
of its Kind ever put up. Enough exhibiis 
have already been secured to cover all the 
space allotted to the colored peuple, 
business, mercantile, educational and age 
ricultural progress of the negro will be 
represented in such a way as to show 
just wnat he has done in the south since 
the day when he was cmancipated. I think 
that all of our pecple are thoroughly en- 
thused over the work that will be cone 
there, and even those who were at the be- 
ginning somewhat prejudiced because ol! 
certain reasons, are now joining in and 
by the time the exposition opens there will 
be a great show. ‘he people of fifteen 
states have already organized in the work 
and a large amount vf money has been 
ra‘sed for the purpose of putting in state 
exhibits. Many of the schools of the south 
will be there with gvuod representattons, 

“Now, all of this, as can be readily seen, 
will draw to this city a great crowd of 
colored pecple of the educated and more 
respectable classes and it will rest with the 
people here to care for their accommoda- 
tion. 

“IT have talked with quite a number @f 
the best citizens and they are all heartily 
in favor of taking tis up at vice. In 
quite a number of places arrangements are 
already being made for the construction 
of buildings and the renting of them for 
the purpose in question. 

“Several days ago Bishop Gaines, H. A. 
Rucker and 1 were talking to a gentleman 
Who wanted to rent us or rather see if we 
could get rented for him a large building 
in a good locality for the purpose of turn- 
ing it into a hotel. We gave him to under- 
stand that we would do all that we could 
for him.” 

A Good Idea. 

Rev. R. W.. Cheek, pastor of. Bethel 
Church, has a good idea and has aiready 
Dut it into practice. At 2is Auburn avenue 
he has established a bureau where those 
who can take visitors in their homes during 
the exposition will leave their names and 
addresses, together with the number of 
people they are able to.ware for. 

“I am also heartily in favor of this sug- 
gestion,’ he said, “but I believe that the 
people will measure up to what will be re- 
quired of them here in Atlanta and will 
Eive ample and convenient accommodation 
to all of those who will come.”’ 

Will Probably Build One. 

Willis Murphy, one of the most promi- 
nent colored merchants, had already been 
looking out towards putting up a large 
hotel. He has sufiicient means for the pur- 
pose and is only hesitating because of a 
Suitabie location. 

“I think that it is well for us to goto 
work at once on this affair,” he said, “‘and 
assure those who will be here before they 
come that there will be no doubt but there 
will be arrangements of a satisfactory kind 
made for them, 

“I have the question of putting up a 
hotel under consideration and it is probable 
that I shall start to work on it soon.” 

R. J. Henry, who is with Major Mims, 
Says that he ‘has also consulie?! with a nium- 
ber of the best informed colored men and 
as a result they will undertake a canvass 
for the purpose of seeing how many fam- 
ilies can entertain boarders during the ex- 
position. He is of the opinion that the 
erection of a large hotel will not pay, be- 
cause it will not be used after the eXposi- 
tion, and thinks if all that of the best 
colored citizens get together and take the 
visitors into their homes that the question 
will be settled. 

The colored people of Atlanta are going 
to work and it will not be long before they 
have made all possible arrangements for 
the accommodation of those ot they race 
who will come. 
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THE NEGROES AT WORK, 


Much Interest Fell Among All Classes 
of Colored Citizens, 

The negroes are whooping up things in 
their department of the exposition. 

Chief Commissioner Penn has stirred up 
interest among the negroes of the entire 
south, and the d‘fferent classes of them are 
actively engaged in collecting exhibits of 
every kind that will attract the attention 
of visitors. 

Negro Church Exhibit. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the negro department is the negro church 
exhibit. The negro has made most wonder- 
ful progress in church building, some ot 
their church edifices being among the finest.

Anderson Rash Says He Was Paid to 
‘ Watch a Killing. 


ReV. J. D. GARRISON BOUND OVER 


He Is Charged with Arson,and Big Eond 
Was Placed at $1,000-Dillard Was 
Not Tried Yesterday. 


A somewhat intricate and interesting case 
developed in ultra swell colored social cir- 
cles yesterday morning in Justice Blood- 
worth’s court upon a warrant for cheating 
and swindling sworn out by Clara ford 
against Anderson Rush. 

Clara charged Anderson with the offense 
stated, on the ground that he has a pair of 
earrings in his possesston which he ob- 
tained from her and which he has not re- 
turned, has refused to return and will not 


return. 

In explaining the situation Anderson says 
that he has played the part of a quasi-de- 
tective. 

Rush says that some time ago a negro 
man named Hopen and Clara Ford decided 
that they would join destinies for life, Dut 
would dispense with the serverity of any 
legal complications, which both decided 
would follow if they purchased a marriage 
license. For seven jyears, according lv 
Rush’s story, these two lived, on sn happi- 
ness. Recently, however, Hopen became 
rather cool toward Clara and his affection 
waned more and more each day. 

Thereupon, according to Rush, Clara em- 
ployed him to watch the movements Ol 
Hopen. She had reached the conclusion that 
Hopen’s affections had turned in another 
direction and she was anxious to verify her 
suspicions, though all might be for the 
worse. Rush claims that he spied upon the 
movements of Hopen and that he had to 
hustle early and late in order to Keep near 
him. He says that he did so much work on 
the detective line that he demanded some 
payment and was given the ear-rings. The 
ear-rings were not given, however, before 
it was discovered that Hopen was living 
with another woman. 

Rush says that the ear-rings were given 
to him with the proviso that he Was to §0 
to the home of the other woman and bland 
by wile’ she killed Hopen. In aéidition to 
this, so Rush says, he was to sod the grave 
of the Ford woman’s mother. He is willing 
to carry out the last part of the contract. 

The case was settled between the parties 
and did not come to trial. 

A Preacher Bound Over for Arson, 

An extremely sensational arrest and bind- 
ing over was was that of Rev. J, D. Garri- 
son, the well-known minister. 

It is a peculiar coincidence that he has 
been a great worker among the negrocs 
@t the jail and preached to them frequent- 
ly, while last night he spent the night 
in jail because of his inability to give a 
bend for $1,000. 

Yesterday morning an alarm of fire was 
turned in from boxes 73 and & .and the 
department respondel, ‘The fhremen found 
two houses, on Clark street ablaze and 
only succeeded, after hard work, in saving 
the adjoining cabins. The principal house 
Was a six-room cottage owned by Kev 
J. D. Garrison and eceupied by fiactic 
Cummings and Mary Moultrie. 

As soon ag the fire was out Hattie Cum- 
mings went before Justice Bloodworth anil 
swore out a warrant charging Rev. J. D. 
Garriscen with aiscn. This 
o'clock and by 1 o’clock the Rev. Mr. Gar- 
rison was under. arrest, His case was dis- 
posed of before Justice Bloodworth yester- 
day afterncon. The main witness was Hat- 
tie Cummings. She testified that she was 
washing in her yard and that she heard 
some one in the vacant room of the house 
strike a match. She went at once and saw 
Rev. Mr. Garrison setting fire to a pile 
of trash in ore corner of the room. He 
then came out, according to the Cummings 
woman, and locked the dvor behind him, 
refusing to let anybody goin. Susan Swann 
testifiel that she told him to let them in 
and they would put it cut, and he told 
therm to let it burn. Mary Mcultrie tola 
the same story. 

Rev. Mr. Garrison, who is well-known 
here as one of Atlanta’s first citizens aud 
a minister of the gospel, told a lifferent 
story. He admitted that he was in the room 
and fixed the floor, He said that he threw 
some shevines in the fire and Iccked the 
door and vent out. He says as soon us the 
fire was discovered he opened the door 
and tren saw it was burning so rapidly 
that he closed it again to keep it from 
syreading. He says that the women owe 
him back rent and are mad at him. The 
witnesses all swear that the fire began in 
a corner of the room and not in the chim- 
ney, wS no smoke came out, 

Attorney Albert argued for Rev. Mr. 
Garrison and the negroes had no attorney. 
Justice Bloodworth decided that the evi- 
dence was sufficient to bind Rev. Mr. 
Garrison ove on a bond cf 31,000. 

The arrest was made by Bailiff Ray. 

Justice Orr Was Sick. 

The case against R. D. Dillar for forging 
Judge Fain’s name was rot heard yesterday 
on account of the illness of Justice Orr.

New Orleans, La., June 4.—New Orleans 
cotton exchange statement: Secretary Hes- 
ter has just tssued a statement of the Tex- 
as cotton crop movement from gulf and: At- 
lantic States, showing actual detiveries from 
the state of Texas for the first nine months 
of the season to the Close of May, inclu- 
Sive, Of 3,ls8,200 vales, against 1,976,884 bales 
for the same time last Season, Making a net 
increase Of 1,211,376 bales. The deliveries at 
the fexas seaboard show an increase ot 
643,411 bales; shipments via Cairo and St. 
Louis, 143,595; to New Orleans, 405.959, and 
rail shipments to Mexico, 30,974. While the 
shipments across the Mississippi river north 
of St. Louis have decreased 13.174 bales Sec- 
retary Hester says that the deliveries from 
the state of Texas from and after May 3ist 
last year, were 82,176 bales, the commercial 
crop of Texas last year having been 2.05y.- 
060 bales. Mr. Hester has also issued a 
Statement giving an analysis of the move- 
ment of cotton into sight, dividing the cot- 
ton belt into three groups, namely: First. 
Texas and Indian Territory: second, other 
gulf states, embracing Arkansas, Louisiana 
Mississippi and Tennessee; third, Atlantic 
States, embracing North and South Caroli- 
na, Georgia, Florida and Alabama, This 
analysis shows the crop brought into sight 
for the first nine months of the season to 
the close of May, inclusive, as follows: Tex- 
as, 3,184,456 bales, against 1,987,177 in 1894 and

bales, against 2,129,381. in 1894, and 1,770,846 
in 1893; Atlantic states, 3,540,953 blaes 
against 3,199,677 in 1894 and 2°583'133 in 1893) 
The statement does not divide Texas ana 
other gulf states for 1892, the 9,035,000 crop 
year, as there were no separate monthly 
figures made up for Texas in that year, but

Some 
firmness became noticeable when the spasm 
of strength in wheat was in evidence, but 
the hardness was of temporary duration. 
Rains throughout the west last night were 
of benefit to the crop, hence prices lost 
something On, the improvement. July corn 
opened from 51% to 6bic, sold between 61% 
and 605%c, closing at 5ic—%c under yester- 
aay. Cash corn was easy and 4@%c per 
bushel lower. 

Oats.—The oats market had weakness 
and firmness in its tone, to correspond with 
the feeling of wheat and corn. A good busi- 
ness was transacted at times, whilst at oth- 
ers quiet and dullness prevailed. The mar- 
ket was easy with July %c lower than yes- 
terday. Cash oats were steady to %c per 
bushel higher. 

Provisions.—Scalping business was dis- 
tinctively the character of the trading in 
provisions, Even that was not unusually 
brisk, values which were firm on a good 
hog market early declining later in the 
session through sympathy with grain. July 
pork closed 74%c lower; July lard 2%c lower;

At no time did the corn market sympa- 
ttize much with wheat; that’ is, except 
when the latter was weak, Repcrts of hot 
winds in Nebraska and drought all through 
the principal surplus stutes were used to 
stimulate it, but without success. As to 
the hot winds, the fact is that in Nebraska 
the corn was not tp far enough for them 
to do any serious injury, Some hurt was 
done by frost, but it has been repaired. 
The crop has had a fresh start, replanting 
being now largely finished. What is true 
of corn is also true of oats. Both crops 
have their critical periods before them.

The Fruit Growers Make Appeal to the 
Railroads for Lower Charges,

FRUIT CROP WILL ROT ON THE TREES 


Unless the Roads Do Something to En- 
courage and Foster This Infan- 
tile Industry.

It was an important session of the rate 
committee of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association which began at the 
headquarters of the association yesterday. 

Serious complaints were made by a dele- 
€ation of fruit 2g against the schedule 
Of rates the railroads have in effect on the 
products of the fruit and truck farms of the 
south to the Breat eastern centers, and it 
is already clear that the rate committee will 
take some action looking to the adoption of 
more favorable rates for the encouragement 
of these industries, 

Mr. J. i). Cunningham, of Marietta, who 
is largely interested in the fruit industry; 
Mr. Fort, of Albany, and Mr. Dietzen, the 
well-known fruit grower of Chattanooga, 
and others, appeared before the rate com- 
mittee yesterday and made strong argu- 
ments in favor of a reduction of the rates 
On peaches, pears and other fruitss 

Mr. Cunningham read a paper before the 
railroad men in which he set forth the Sit- 
uation that eonfronts the fruitgrowers of 
the south. He said that the high rates on 
the crops this year had caused the fruit-

‘“‘Whereas, The present low price of cotton 
demands that the utmost economy possi- 
ble shall be used in handling the crop ana 
placing it upon the market in order that 
the producer may realize something for his 
labor; and, 

“Whereas, One of the heavy items of 
expense is the cost, of railroad transporta- 
tion; and, 

“Whereas, The amount of cotton pro- 
duced and transported is. canstantly in- 
creasing, the total movement of cotton for 
the present season up to March 1, 1855, be- 
ing 2,893,396 bales as against 1,796,412 for the 
previous season to March 1, 1894, an increase 
‘of over 60 per cent; and,

much per hundred pounds now as when
